Applicants wish to thank Examiner Frank Lu and Supervisory Patent Examiner Gary 
Jones for the personal interview conducted on March 23, 2005. Pursuant to the Interview 
Summary mailed April 20, 2005, which directs Applicants to file a statement of the 
substance of the interview within one month from the mailing date of the Interview 
Summary if a reply to the last Office Action has already been filed. Applicants submit 
herewith such a statement. 

During the interview, claims 14-20, 27 and 32-57 were discussed, as were the 
Stermmer, Atlung, and Hartley references (of record) that were previously cited by the 
Examiner.
